The YWCA Board executive 
director Carol Newkirk says that 
“in discussions the board has been 
assuming an approximate worth 
of $1.25 million for the Club at 
940 Powell.

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“Taiwan Song“” Postfponed 
China Troupe U.3. Tour 


LOS ANGELES 一 The State De- 
partment has pastponed the 
scheduled tour of the Performing 
Arts Troupe of China，according 
to an announcement by the Na- 
tional Committee on U.S.-China 
Relations last week (ELW 37/26/ 


75). 


The State Department has ob- 
jected to a song in the program 
entitled“Taiwan compatriots are 
our flesh and blood” which in- 
clauded the words“we are deter- 
mined to liberate Taiwan.”Com- 
imnjittee Sources Said that Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
Was believed to have made the 
decision. The wording of the song 
could _ create embarrassment to 
the United States government， 
which has formal diplomatic ties 
with Taipei 


The Board of Supervisors voted 
to _ appropriate $125,000 in arts 
revenue-sharing funds to China- 
town March 24. 

The vote was based on the 
recommendation of the Arts 
Commission. It was the culmina- 
tion of close to two years of nego- 
tiations between the Chinatown 
Council for the Performing and 
Visual Arts (CCPVA) and the 
Arts Commission . 

The $125,000 appropriation will 
come in the form of a 15-year sub- 
lease of the Chinese Culture Cen- 
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However，informed sources 
said that the program had been 
sent tothe State Department long 
ago but had received no negative 
comments. The Chinese consider 
Taiwan as an internal problem 
and do not see why the State 
Department is objecting to the 
song at Such a late date、The 
troupe has not left China yet, and 
is believed to be waiting 
Shanghai. 

The group had been scheduled 
to appear in Los Angeles，St. 
Paul，Chicago，New York，and 
Washington, D.C. 

Most of the tickets for the three 
performances in Los Angeles 
Shrine Civic Auditorium have 
been sold. The Mutual Ticket 
Agencies said that they will make 
refunds on tickets sold .

Voftes fo keep “Chinks' 


PEKIN, 世 . 一 The Pekin school 
board has .voted 5 to 2 to retain 
the controversial nickname 
“Chinks” for its high school ath- 
letic teams，according to Associ- 
ated Press. 

After the vote at a meeting 
March 17，Superintendent Wil- 


liam Holman said as far as the. 


board is concerned “Chinks” is 
now a dead issue. 

Members_ of the Organization 
of Chinese Americans and many 
community groups have protest- 
ed that the nickname is a slur 
against Chinese, 

Last October，the Organiza- 
tion'"s president Kung-lee Wang 


led a“teach-in”at Pekin High， 
Supported by representatives 
位 om the Anti-Defamation League 
and from Jinois Chinese and 
Asian American groups.， How- 
ever，students on November 26， 
1974, voted 1,034 to 182 to keep 
the nickname A committee ap- 
pointed by the board also recom- 
mended the name not be 
dropped. 


Students and officials have said 
that they mean no harm by the 
term. The nickname has been in 
use for decades,， and comes 位 om 
the city"s traditional association 
with the Chinese city of Peking. 


Bail for the two suspects in the 
Hong Kong Company extortion 
case was Set at $3,500 on March 
12. 

Only three persons were appre- 
hended at the scene，However， 
the prosecution has concluded 
from the different voices on tape 
and different handwritings in the 
extortion -notes that more than 
three were involved in perpetrat- 
ing the crime.

HI there ls one thing that we can learn 人 fom the Chinese 
了 ospital controversy, 过 is the difficulty of getting people 
together to work for the common good. 

LI is no secret to Chinatown residents that the Hospital 
controversy these past years was due mainly to factional 
differences and personaljlity conflicts.，Anyone who has 
attended the board meetings in the past can testify to the 
verbal barrages and funll-flavored insults hurled at each 
other by board members from both sides. What was mot 
Seen nor heard，however，were the activities each side en- 
gaged in outside the boardroom to gain. more control of the 
hospital. 

The out-patient clinic project, tragically，became the focal 


point of the tug-of-war between the factions. While every-， 


one considers the clinic a beneficial project for the commu- 
nity, no one is willing to allow “credits”to be given to the 
other faction . 

This year we witnessed a change in the make-up of the 
hospital board. We were further encouraged bythe board 's 
unanimous decision in voting MT. Stephen Fong as presi- 
dent. We were hoping that this would end the prolonged in- 
fghting and help get on with the business at hand.， We 
regret that this is not to be. Our community is puzzled and 
angered by the “ratification vote ”procedure requiring a 
two-thirds majority to approve the clinic project (了 /7 
3/26/75). 

Our paper's deadline does not allow us to report on the 
final tally of the ratification vote in this issue. We neverthe- 
less would urge concerned community persons to open their 
eyes to see what is going on in our midst. See who are the 
ones perpetrating the petty vindictiveness . . . even to the 
point of sabotaging the whole project. See who are the 
leaders using associations to further their own wishes and 
gains. See who are the board members willing to help the 
selfish aims of a clique rather than the common foljks who 
urgently need medical care.

:. Speaking from' the negative side, this writer will repeat what has 
been said before. Chinese Hospital was built over fifty years ago. The 
building is rundown and overcrowded. There is no way to modernize the 
equipment. It does not even have amemergency room. It is expected that 
the government will consider it So suUbstandard in five or six years that the 
Whole thing will have to be torn down. If the Hospital does not accept 
government assistance to build the clinic today, once the hospital proper is 
torn down, there will be nothing for us to build on in the future. There w 训 
be no foundation for the rebuilding. Besides, repeated government efforts 
at assisting the building ofthe proposed clinic have been rebuffed. It is un- 
Tikely that it would regard future proposals with much enthusiasm. Re- 
building the Hospital in severtal yeats will require at least a hundred mil- 
lion dollars. Without governmemit assistance, how could we accomplish it? 
Wouldn'tthe foundation ofthe Hospital be destroyed forever then? 

It is rumored that several physicians are considering withdrawing from 
the doctors' group,. The reason is that the costs have gone beyond the ori- 
ginal estimate, and the rent of the doctors” offices will have to be increased . 
Ifthe rumors are based on facts, it would be a serious blow to the project at 
this most critical moment. We consider medicine as a profession for the 
public benefit, to be pursued with the utmost dedication, and hot to be af- 
fected by minor financial considerations. Also,， most physicians make a 
8good income. They should not be parsimonious with such a small sum. 
Moreover, the construction of the clinic has stimulated the doctors” group 

to the benefit of individual.physicians. How could we lose the important 
goals because of minor things. We hope that the doctors would adhere to 
theHippocraticoathand follow through with their whole-hearted Support 
for the clinic. 

In Passing the resolution;to build the clinic, the 也 ospital Board added 
an Unustal rfequirement: that the vote of the representatives from the var- 
ious organizations has to be ratified with a two-thirds vote of the member 
organization. The Hospital by-laws do not require 让. The reason given Was 
that it is a decision of great importance, the responsibility for which must 
be borne by many. However, the representatives were Sent by the various 
imember organizations,. What right'does the membership have to hinder 


the decision of their superiors? To satisfy the requirement，the fifteen 、 


imember organizations will have to call a membership meeting to amend 
their by-laws，before the members'” vote of ratification will be legal. (by

What do youthink is the likelihood of your being so called in the very near 
future? What would be your reaction or sensitivity iso called? MYy answers 
to these questions brought me to conclude that a mazoderate rather than a 
1alitarzt apbroach should be followed. Also, I believe that, in this time of 
WwWorldwide recession and inflation, national OCA should concentrate on 


other more Urgent and higher priority Problems such as the economic SUI- 


vival of the needy among us. 


MLITANT APPROACH 

Consideration has been given to instituting an injunction against Pekin 
High School to prohibit the use ofthe name“Chink,.”This would be a ser- 
ious mistake at this titme, especially in the face of the stated opposition to 
this by a local Illinois Chinese-American group. Also, I could not Support 
the mounting of a national campaign for the Purpose of coerczrzg the 
change we desire by the ever-increasing application of public and political 
Pressure on the Pekin commtunity. Obviously, this effort would require the 
Promotion and procurement of scarce additional resources that we do not 
Presently possess. Furthermore, a national TV campaign might very well 
boomerang 一 by resutrrecting a detestable name which has all but disap- 
peared in most parts of ouUr country，. 


MODERATE APPROACH 
I suggest the adoption of a more moderate approach having the follow- 
ing basic elements. Place Primary responsibility on the local Chinese- 
American organizations for planning，coordinating and follow-through 
action. OCA, the National Education Association and other concerned 
organizations Should assist as requested. The local group should contact 
and maintain commtunication with the high school students, school board 


_officials and local community leaders, The Pekin community should be 
fully informed. They should know that, regardless of original intent, the 


name“Chinks” is offensive and degrading to Chinese-American citizens 
and is very similar to such epithets as“niggers”and“kikes.”Already， 
some of the Pekin people, empathizing with the rights and feelings of our 
minority group, have begun to consider using alternative names SUch as 
the“Pekin Dragons.” Those people sympathetic to ouUT cause should be 
identified and asked to help. Pekin High School has used the name 
“Chinks”for more than 30 years. It is Untealistic to expect that this name 
will be changed in a relatively short time without initial opposition. It is 
human nature to resist change and to resent any attempt to force anything 
down one's throat. 


CONCLUSION 

可 this enlightened age of slow but steady progress in the moral area of 
human rights, I have faith that the people of Pekin will do the decent and 
honorable thing, ifully informed and given the opportunity to change 
gracefully. The moderate approach may take longer than we would like; 
but Ibelieve it will be more effective and lasting in the long run.

Sic with this instrument “is Very 
beanutiful and introspective,”Lei 
said.“It is very Zen-connected， 
as intimate as the lute or clavi- 
chord.… The only conflict that has 
arisen is that the chin “requires 
very long fingernails，while with 
the lute you can't have any at 
all.” 

Nevertheless，Lei's musical fu- 
ture resounds. He has a concert 
tour of the Mother Lode commu- 
nities planned in the spring, and 
he has received an invitation to 
study with Michael Schaffer in 
Cologne，Germany，this coming 
fall. In general, though，Lei says 
his future is“like doing a jig-saw 
puzzle;j as more Ppieces come 
into_ question，' more fall into 
place. Eventually，I always end 
up doing more than Ican chew; 工 
think that's a very musical Symp- 
tom.” 

DISAPPOINTED 


Finally，Lei commented that 


there are many other Asians who 


are talented in a variety of cre- 
ative fields, but he is disappoint- 
ed that many have chosen not to 
perform or be known publicly. 
“There are far more people out 
there actually doing things. Per- 
forming as an Asian gives me 8a 
tremendous amount of pride . . . 
just to know that m participat- 
ing. No matter how Ido or whatI 
doTm putting the efftort out and 工 
certainl]y hope to inspire other 
people to do the same thing.”

It is a canary yellow piece of 
cardboard with crude little draw- 
ings and writing on 站 . 世 mneas- 
ures 17”X 22”and looks more 
like a Parker Bros. game board 
than a history book. This is Al 
Sing Yuen's idea of putting some 
fun into teaching Chinese Ameri- 
can history. 

Yuen，who is principal of Win- 
field Scott Saehool in San Fran- 
cisco，Ssaid his illustrated chart 
was made“to fill a gap where 
Chinese kids camn find very little 
to read about themselves.”The 
chart gives capsulized accounts， 
accompanied by illustrations，of 
dozens of important historical 
events that took place both in 
China and the United States over 
the past 130 years，

For instance, users of the chart 
are informed that “in 1869 the 
Central Pacific (later called the 
Southern Pacific) Railroad from 
Sacramento to Utah was com- 
pleted，thanks to the Chinese.” 
The accompanying drawing 
shows Chinese laborers，wearing 
coolie hats，working on the rail- 
road. Or, in 1875, the chart says， 
-. Ah Bing grew a special 
cherry，which was named the 
Bing Cherry.”
